It was their ac­ 
counts of rich Indian villages 
which led the Mexican governor 
to send Coronada to explore this 
country. 
He returned after a 
two-years' trip without discover­ 
ing the reputed riches which he 
waa seeking. 
To counteract the aggressions 
of the French settlements in, 
Louisiana, the Spanish estab­ 
lished many missions throughout 
Texas, the moat important be­ 
ing at San Antonio. -When the 
United 
States negotiated the 
Louisiana Purchase from France 
they considered that Texaá was 
a part of this territory. 
Over 
this question war was nearly 
precipitated but finally the Uni­ 
ted States withdrew their claims 
in ekchange for Spain’s with­ 
drawal of claims to the Oregon 
region. 
Many Americans began to set­ 
tle in Texas, among them Gen­ 
eral Sam Houston and Stephen^
